Milk Industry 
Gains in County

More than $500,000 has been 
expended In Los Angeles county 
during the past year in construc­ 
tion of new dairies and rebuild­ 
ing of going plants, a report on 
file with the board of supervis­ 
ors revealed this week.

The county now produces 28,- 
000,000 pounds of milk fat, an- 

lly, an increase of 12 percent 
ing tho past year. Approxi­ 

mately 05,500,000 gallons of mar­ 
ket milk was sold in the year, an 
increase of three percent. Ice 
cream sold amounted to 7,500,- 
000 gallons, a gain of four per­

I cent the previous year. Abou 
3,000,000 pounds of butter an 
2,500,000 pounds of cheese wer 
made.

An added protection to mill 
users, the medical examinatio 
of raw milk handlers was instl 
tuted by Dr. J. L. Pomeroj 
county health officer, during th 
past year. Most of the actua 
work was done by private phy ' 
clans selected by the dairy ei 
ployees.

A new test which reveal 
whether or not milk has beei 
properly pasteurized, has beei 
adopted by the county health de 
partment during the year. As . 
result ,of this test, the depart 
ment i.s urging that the m 
mum temperature for pastou.  
a'tion be increased to 143 degree 
Fahrenheit.
